Rev.  Mr.  Kuuton  of  Concord,  N.  II.  delivered, 
on  fast  day,  an  address  before  the  Temperance 
Society  oil  “  The  moral  condition  ox  which 

TEMPORAL  PROSPERITT  IS  SECURED.” 

In  a  note,  the  author  remark-, — 

“The  annual  meeting  of  the  Concord  Tem¬ 
perance  Society  is  held  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
annual  stale  lust ;  at  which  time  the  several  re¬ 
ligion*  congregations  in  the  village,  with  their 
ministers,  meet  in  oue  place.  The  ministers 
preach  tadore  the  society  in  turn.  In  this  way, 
great  harinouy  of  actiou  is  preserved  in  relation 
to  the  leuqreraiice  cause,  a-nl  the  moral  interests 
of  the  community  essentially  promoted. 

Iu  pursuing  his  subject,  the  author  says, — * 

“  By  temporal  prosperity,  I  mean  chiefly  the 
quisition  ol  property  sufficient  liir  one’s  comfort-  j 
Able  support,  respectability  of  character,  and  do-  j 
mestic  p  uce  and  happiness.

.  The  expense  of  keeping  the  prisoners.  On 
Auburn  system,  the  prisoners  support  them¬ 
selves;  while  ou  lhe.  other,  they  are  a  great  hill 
of  expense  to  the  state.  Hnv ing  none  to  ot  ersec 
litem,  they  do  very  little  work. 

3.  On  the  Pennsylvania  system,  they  fiuvn  n> 
religious  instruction.  They  never  meet  together,
